Skeleton, with Tails. 


A discovery which will prove of. im- 


mense interest to ethnologists has been 
nade at. the little hamlet of Sinaloa, 
tfexico, while breaking ground for a 
arge coffee plantation which is being 
established by an English syndicate. 


The find' consists of thousands of skele- 


ons either of large apes or of prehistorio 
rama'n beings of a very low order. If 
;he remafna are of apes they were of 
gigantic, size and of a variety no longer 
extant, while if they Are of men the men 
were provided with distinct caudal ap- 
pendages, very thick and short, and 
curled up like » squirrel's. That they. 
are the skeletons of apes can hardly be 
doubted, judging from the* arms, which 
reached nearly a foot below the knee, . 
and the thumbs whioh are also ab- 
normally long and curved with exceed- 
ingly sharp and powerful nails. 


The feet, too, show that they were in- 


ended for climbing rather than •walk- 
ng, -and are lalso. .provided with claws' 
and prehensile toes of nnnaual lengtnV 
It is probable tbat the large number of 
skeletons found ia, due to a battle be- 
ween two bands of the animals having 
taken place at this spot, which is further 
proved by the number of broken skulls 
ind other bones among them and the 
'act that several of the skeletons, were 
lonnd in a deadly embrace.

rat as these were probably of wood they

An A<llrondu<Cc Term. 


Healthy summer visitors to the Adi- 


roudacks frequently hear a term used by 
the natives in describing some of their 
city comrades in those delightful and 
health giving regions that greatly mys- 
tifies them at first. The people thus re- 
ferred to technically ore called' the 
"lungers," who arc generally found to 
be pretty plentiful. "Lungers," pro- 
nounced "lung-ers," is a word that has 
not as yet got into general usage outside 
the range of the pine tree odors of the 
northernmost part of New York state; 
but its meaning aud derivation are soon 
perceived and compel instant admira- 
tion for their simplicity and significance. 


The "lungers" of the Adirondack 


regions are none other than the con- 
sumptives who resort thither for the 
benefit of their lung troubles, and who 
form a class by themselves in the eyes 
of the natives apart from the mere 
huntsmen and pleasure seekers. There 
is a sort of distinction in being a lunger 
that naught else can give, and though 
the word thus evolved by an admirable 
philological fitness seems to have a touch 
of rugged brutality m it at first sight, 
yet there is, after all, a kind of rough 
sympathy in it that is redolent of the 
soil. 


As the pulmonary knowledge of tiie 


Adirondack people increases in minute- 
ness, aa it doubtless will, one may ex- 
pect to hear the more detailed designa- 
tiona of "one lungers," "half lungers," 
etc., though this, it is believed, has not 
yet been observed.—New York Tribune.

Vrenett Cookery Terms. 


With the best of Anglo-Saxon inten- 


tiona it ia sometimes a little difficult to 
avoid the tue of f renohtenn* >n cookery 
or a bill of fare. Here are eome that one 
encounters constantly: Releve is no dish 
in particular so far aa the style of pre- 
paration ia concerned, bnt answer* to 
the word "remove," and consists of a 
dish replacing another, a doubling, so to 
apeak, of the same conrse before going 
•nto the next. It is therefore not nn- 
nsnal to find in a large dinner a releve de 
potage, releve de rot, de gihier, etc. En- 
tree ts a made dish served after the fish 
or in its stead, where it ia not obtain- 
able, and preceding the rota or roast 
meat. After the latter comes the entre- 
mets, i. e., sweets or puddings. 


The term hora d'envre is the moat dif- 


ficult to particularize. 
When cold it 


comprises all side dishes which are really 
accessories to the meal. As snch they 
can be and are eaten indifferently either 
before or after the sonp; they are always 
placed on the table when it is being laid, 
and are often left there until the entrees 
have been served. They consist of rad- 
ishes, olives, caviar, bontargne, all man- 
ner of salt and smoked fish, sardines, 
anchovies and a variety of dainties. 


Hot hors d'envre are almost unlimited; 


they are very acceptable at large din- 
ners, and are generally served immedi- 
ately after the sonp and before the fish; 
they are often fried or baked, and are 
then usually snch things as can be dished 
on a napkin, snch as patties, rissoles, 
croquettes, vol-anvent, etc.; obviously, 
however, the seried can be very much 
extended. At ordinary family dinners 
they are often served as and instead of 
an entree.—Providence Journal.
